FLOWER AND TREE. 


A well raised root graft is as good s 


tree as one may wish. 


About 10 per cent of the apple trees 


planted come into bearing. 


In pruning make each cut slanting and 


paint over with linseed oil or shellac. 


In panting trees cover the newly set 


roots with finely pulvciized earth, press- 
Ing it well and leaving cavities among 
them. 


Poison ivy can be readily told from 


Virginia creeper by the fact that though 
the leaves are similar the first has three 
in a cluster and the latter five. 


The rudbeckia Golden Glow beats ev- 


erything else out of sight iu the way of 
yellow flowers. 
It sends out its yellow 


globes for weeks and is perfectly hardy 
and untroubled by insects. 


Trees which have grown on a northern 


exposure, fis on the north cide of a hill, 
produce better, harder and more durable 
lumber than those which have beeu pam- 
pered by the southern suu. 


Flowers with woody or hard stems may 


be kept fresh for many days, if they are 
gathered with long stems, by peeling 
some of the bark off and then, after wrap- 
ping leaves around the peeled part, plac- 
ing them in water that is changed daily. 


The ostrich fern is the tallest of east- 


ern American ferns, and many regard it 
as the handsomest. Its fronds in a fa- 
vornble soil sometimes attain a length of 
seven feet. It gets its name from its 
fanciful resemblance to an ostrich feather.

daughters iu the household. 


When 
cooking aud 
sewing classes 


w«re started iu the public schools, it was 
no uncommon thing for two or three girls 
iv a class of thirty pupils to refuse to 
begin the work on the ground that "we 
always keep a girl," or "iny mother 
can't cook qnd neither shall I; she snys 
f I learn, I'll have to do it," aud "ladies 
never go into the kitchen," and "1 hate 
;o do housework," or "v%e always ham 
our sewing done," etc. In every instance 
quoted the fathers earned small pay ami 
he daughters looked forward to being 
eachers, stenographers, aud a few ao- 
:ually went to the ?3 position* in the 
department stores. Suppose a girl mar- 
ried with notions of this kind, what sort 
of a home would she make? Where one 
lousekeeper need not knit her brows 
over making income and expenses bal- 
ance there are tens of thousands who 
make it a daily struggle. 


So the silver lining to the servant cloud 


s that scarcity of help will send th" 
daughters of the household to the kitchen 
to learn that after all housework is not 
all drudgery when viewed in the light 
of common sense, that the more intelli- 
ent the mistress oa housekeeping details 
the better able she is to manage a serv- 
ant, that there is more science, variety 
and dignity iu doing housework well than 
there is in much office and Shop employ- 
ment and that the title of a lady does 
not depend on the kind of work that Is 
done, but on the character of tho woman 
tiack of the work. Secondly, the foolish 
untrained foreign handmaids who conio 
to this country and expect to receive 
home and pay for unskilled labor done 
grudgingly will learn that the house- 
keeper has demands 011 her side and will 
liave none of their services or take only 
thoroughly competent nnd faithful labor 
for the generous wages which she pays.

The mud baths at St. Amand-les-Eaux

Brutal and Cowardly Snort Tlinl 


Flourished la Mexico. 


The sport called in Mexico "running 


the rooster" is one of the most brutal- 
and cowardly diversions that can be wit- 
nessed—cowardly in the extreme because 
the victim is always sure to be killed, has 
jio vestige of a chance to escape his fate. 
Utterly defenseless by reason of his lack 
of size and strength, he is so treated tlutt 
be cannot even use the simple means of 
saving himself which nature has given 
him. 


Every old resident in Mexican commu- 


nities, has witnessed it, but few others 
have any idea what the game really is. 
A rooster is taken—a dozen or more may 
be used for a single occasion—and is bur- 
ied iu the ground up to the neck. The 
frightened filing can only turn his head 
and cast pitiful glances at the hilarious 
brutes surrounding him. 


A dozen or more caballei-os then mount 


tbeir restless ponies and in Indian file 
gallop for the rooster, who keeps dodging 
his head in every direction to escape the 
hoofs of the ponies. 


Rider after rider at full gallop stoops 


doMii from his saddle to grasp the fowl's 
head and wrest it from its living tomb. 
As soon as one succeeds lie is off, holding 
the rooster by the neck. He now becomes 
a target for all the rest, who ride at him 
full speed, trying to take his prize from 
him.His nearest assailant •will have tho 
rooster's body struck in his face. Should 
he, however, get hold of a leg or a wing, 
both pull. The leg or wing is liable to 
come off, of course, and the bird screams 
in agony as long as it can. But that is 
soon over. It is torn in pieces by the dif- 
ferent champions. 


The one who can make the designated 


circuit and deliver the head on the judge's 
stand is declared the winner and gets a 
small money prize. 


By this time most of the contestants 


ore bloody from head to waist if not to 
foot. Shouts of applause greet the val- 
iant champion. 


Another rooster goes into the pit and is 


compelled to pass the same ordeal. This 
is repeated until the supply of roosters is 
exhausted. Horses and men sometimes 
fare ill too. The riding is of a most reck- 
less character, and horses run into each 
other and are thrown down. It is not 
mnr.y years since a man by the name of 
Konicro had bis neck broken by being 
thrown under his falling horse. 


It is impossible to imagine a spectacle 


more revolting than this. In tho bullGght 
the animal sometimes gets in a little 
work, but the rooster is simply butchered 
iu the most brutal style imaginable—torn 
io pieces while alive—simply to gratify 
the savage tastea of a crowd of lookers 
on.—Denver Po.it.

This cau be 
kept up all day to the great enjoyment 
ot the children, who regard that sort of 
thing as sport. 


"The same children, when confronted 


with a reader, may make sad work of it 
and seem certainly little above the aver- 
age. Even when made to do sums on a 
slate they are not brighter than most 
white children. 
Perhaps that statement 


should be tjualified, for there is no doubt 
that the children c£ pure blooded Afri- 
cans develop phenomenally for the first 
five or six years of their lives and, in- 
deed, until twelve or thirteen years old 
are fully the equals, intellectually, of 
white children. I have never seen white 
babies as intelligent as some of these 
negro infants at the same age. But when 
past twelve their minds seem full grown, 
and it is not easy to teach them, except in 
eases here and there. All these observa- 
tions, however, apply to children of ne- 
groes whose parents or grandparents were 
brought from Africa when full grown. 


"There are many West Indian negroes 


who do not speak English, and there are 
large societies named according to the 
part of Africa from which the members 
or their parents came. A Nangobar, for 
instance, would not think of joining a 
Kongo society. So they all stand much 
nearer to Africa than do our negroes, 
which makes the observation of their 
characteristics very interesting. • Unfor- 
tunately, they do not seem to retain to 
any marked degree this faculty for rapid 
calculation when they reach manhood. 
And even if they did they would be so 
backward in other respects that their 
value as clerks would be slight."—New 
York Tribune.

PHILIPPINEWBANGLING. 


President Has Details of Dis- 


pute Before Him. 


IMPOBTAHT POINT TO BE SETTLED. 


General CliaHc-e Contend* That tb« 


Supreme Court Ha» No Authority 
Over HU Action*—Civil Government 
PUtlvct and Separate, Say* Taft. 
Washington, Get! 8.—General Chaffee 


has cabled,to the war department the 
details of his controversy with the civil 
authorities In the Philippines over bin 
action in ordering a civilian policeman 
deported for refusing to obey orders. 
The dispatch has been placed before 
the president for a decision as to the 
status of the military and civil author- 
ities. 


The civilian employee was at work in 


the military department and when 
placed aboard the transport for depor- 
tation to San Francisco obtained his 
release upon a writ of habeas corpus 
granted by the supreme court of the is- 
land. General Chaffee's contention Is 
that the supreme court had no author- 
ity over his actions, as they both oper- 
ate under the same authority from the 
president of the United Stales. 


LOUK Standliiu Friction. 


This question raises an Important 


point which is not unexpected by the 
officials of the government. It is recog- 
nized that tho civil government of the 
Philippines owes its official status to 
the military power of the president as 
commander in chief of the army, and it 
is the same power delegated \)y the 
president to General Chaffee. It ban 
been known here for a long time that 
there was friction in the Philippines 
between the civil and the military au- 
thorities, but not until The pre.sunt cawe 
came up was the trouble brought to an 
issue. 
. In opposition to the position held by 
General Chaffee the dispatch to Hie 
war department shows that Governor 
Taft is of the opinion that, while the 
civil government is under tho presi- 
dent's military power, uoverllielens it Is 
not under General ChaflVe's military 
power, but is distinct and separate and 
has full legal jurisdiction over chil 
matters, and that the supreme court of 
the island has> full power to giant a 
writ 01' habeas corpus. 


On the other hand, military officers 


»xplain that as the military power pre- 
iupposos a state of war General Chuf- 
ee is .instilled fully under military law 
o deport any military employee, no 
matter whether he be a civilian or an 


man.

Turn down the collar points, carrying 


the ribbon around these where the flannel 
has been cut, which is the back of the 
neck. Now fold each end evenly tor the 
sleeves, catching the edges together live 
inches from the bottom, and sew on a 
bow of ribbon.
